Grand Jury To Hear 
Mallard Case Today 


By PERRY MULLEN 
LYONS—(AP)—The roadside killing of Negro Robert 
Mallard, termed a lynching by some, comes before a special 


grand jury today, - 

Governor Herman Talmadge 
said the case had been seized upon 
in a “campaign to destroy states’ 
rights, not only in Georgia but in 
all of the 48 States, through the 
civil rights program.” 

The killing attracted wide atten- 
tion after refusal of local and 
State officers to issue warrants 
immediately against men named as 
the killers by Mallard’s widow. 

Tuskegee Institute in Alabama 
termed Mallard’s death a lynch- 
ing. Amy Mallard, the widow, said 
five or six men, wearing robes but 
unmasked, halted the Mallard car 
late at night on Nov. 20 and shot 
her husband “for no reason at all.” 

She blamed “Ku Kliuxers” but 
County officers absolved the Ku 


Klux Klan. The officers said they 


lacked sufficient evidence to make 
arrests and contended it was up to 
the widow or two other Negroes 
in the car to swear out warrants. 
Ralph McGill, Editor of the At- 
lanta Constitution, who ‘severely 
criticized Toombs County officers 
for what he termed their “reluc- 
tance” to act, was subpoenaed to 
appear before the Grand Jury. 
Officers declined to say why 
McGill was summoned in the case 
In his editorial page column last 
week McGill said it was doubtful 
if legal action would have been 
attempted by anyone if newspa- 
pers had not dug out the story. 
“Tt is such a travesty on justice 
and the operation of law that the 
Russians use it in their newspa-

The widow who wrote and 
wrote letters and pleaded for the 
clearing of her husband’s name— 
Mrs. Ruth A. Crawshaw, a Navy 
nurse in World War I—says of 
her victory: 

“I can’t put into words how I 
feel now. I’m so used to fighting.” 

Her fight started in 1921 when 
a Navy board ruled her husband's 
death aboard the USS Utah en 
route to England was due to his 
own misconduct. The Board said 
then that Chief Crawshaw was 
censured for negligence with the 
ship's post office accounts and in 
consequence became mentally de 
ranged and tried to escape by 
jumping through a porthole. 

In 1921 when the first report 
came from the Navy, the young 
widow got a certified report that 
the accounts of the ship's post 
office “balanced to the exact pen- 
ny” six days before her husband's 
death 


Mrs. Crawshaw’'s fight ended 
Nov. 19 when the Board for Cor- 
rection of Naval Records informed 
her that her husband’s death oc- 
curred in line of duty and his 
record was so corrected. A naval 
review -board ruled his death ac- 
cidental. 

“Clearing his name was my life 
ambition.” Mrs. Crawshaw said, 
adding she did it for him and for)

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sobering Figures for Cotton Farmers 


The latest Government figures esti- 
mate a cotton crop of 14,937,000 bales this 
year. 

Trade sources believe domestic con- 
sumption will run to about 9,000,000 bales, 
maximum. They also predict approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 bales will be exported 
from the current crop, bringing total con- 
sumption of American cotton to about 
12,000,000 bales. 

This will leave an oversupply of nearly 
3,000,000 bales for 1948, which, added to 
the carryover from last year’s crop of 
the same amount, will leave the nation 
with 6,000,000 bales in storage. 

Moreover, cotton consumption is de- 
creasing. It has been for years, but the 
drop is being accelerated now in the face 
of intense competition from nylon, rayon 
and other synthetic fabrics. Rep. Steve 
Pace said the other day nylon alone has 
replaced 3,000,000 bales of cotton annually, 

It is no wonder, then, that the Cotton 
Producers’ Association has called upon 
farmers of Georgia and the South to turn 
to grain and beef cattle and itself is plan- 
ning to launch a grain elevator construc- 
tion program in the Southeast. Officials

Two Southern Views of Georgia Justice 


(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 


Just as pressure is being applied in Wash- 
ington for a Federal antilynching bill, a pe- 
culiarly revolting crime takes place in Georgia. 
This crime, already listed as a lynching by the 
reliable statisticians at Tuskegee Institute, in- 
volved the mob murder of a Negro named Robert 
Mallard in Toombs County. 

Gov. Herman Talmadge said he was anxious 
to apprehend the guilty parties, but that his 
hands were tied because the widow of the slain 
man had been unwilling to swear out warrants 
against the two white men she said she recog- 
nized in the mob. He promised that if she would 
swear out the warrants, he would use “the full 
power of the police of the State, and if neces- 
sary the National Guard,” to protect her. The 
widow fled to Savannah, where she expressed the 
fear that she would be lynched if she acted to 
bring about the arrest of those she suspected of 
having participated in the killing of her husband. 

Mallard, a well-to-do casket salesman, who 
was described by some of his white acquaint- 
ances as “fresh,” is said to have been shot down 
in cold blood by a mob of white men which 
blocked his new car one night. Incredibly and 
inexcusably enough, the sheriff of Toombs Coun- 
ty arrested the widow at the funeral of her hus- 
band and charged her with the crime. She was 
later released. 


Ralph McGill, Editor of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, points out with much cogency that 
no community with such a record as Toombs 
County has in this matter can properly plead 
te be left alone to work out its own race 
problem. If that county wishes to secure 
serious attention for its plea, it will give a 
convincing demonstration of its determina- 
tion to bring the guilty parties to justice. 
For one thing, the widow will have to be 
given the full protection of local enforce- 
ment agencies, now that she has sworn out 
a warrant for the arrest of a white suspect. 
She felt it necessary to return to Savannah 
after she did so. For another thing, county 
police and courts will have to show a readi- 
ness to convict anybody whose guilt in the 
lynching, or murder, is proved, and to im- 
pose the ultimate penalty. 


Nothing less than this will serve to convince 
the fair-minded public, North and South, that 
the people of the States and the localities can 
be depended on to protect all races and classes 
against violence. If the mob murder in Georgia 
is finally adjudged to have been a lynching, it 
has spoiled what promised to be the nation’s 
first lynchless year, and has added much em- 
phasis to the demands of those who want Fed- 
eral intervention in this sphere. 

It is definitely up to the authorities of the 
State of Georgia and Toombs County to prove 
that they can “handle their own affairs.” Thus 
far they seem to be falling far short of doing so.

Despite the fact that three white men are in 

jail and one of them is now held on a warrant 

charging murder—a warrant sworn out by the 

widow of the slain Negro—Toombs County, Geor- 
gia, has done the whole South an injustice. 


The county and the State are not responsible 
for the fact that five or so men conspired to- 
gether to kill Robert Mallard, Negro salesman. 


_ There can be murderers in any county, in 
any State. 

But the county and the community are re- 
sponsible for the fact that the attempt to solve 
the crime has been pursued with such an ob- 
vious lack of real interest and purpose. 


Ordinarily the officers of Georgia do not wait 
until they get a warrant to make an arrest or 
to question suspects or possible witnesses in mur- 
der cases. 

Contrast the action of the Georgia officers in 
this case, in which a Negro was halted by a mob 
of white men on the highway and shot to death, 
with the vigorous investigation that might have 
_ been expected of these same officers had a white 
| man, his wife and two children been-waylaid by 
a mob of Negroes and the white man murdered. 

Only one conclusion can be drawn from the 
facts as they have developed, and it is that the 
law-enforcement officers and the citizens of 
Toombs County do not want to see the mur- 
derers of Robert Mallard brought to justice. 


: 


Obviously, therefore, it cannot be argued 
that Toombs County and Georgia should be 
left alone to work out its “complex problem 
honestly and justly” in the words of Editor 
Ralph McGill of The Atlanta Constitution. 
And it is the poorest sort of argument for 
“white supremacy.” 


The whites are supreme in Toombs County. 
They make the laws of Georgia and they en- 
force them, if they are enforced. Or they fail 
to enforee them when they are not enforced. 

Yet the white race, being the governing race 
in Georgia, has an obligation thereby to make 

acertain that justice is dispensed to all races with 
an even hand. And in this Georgia has failed. 

And all the South will be blamed for Geor- 
gia’s failure. In the Congress the orators of the 
North and West will generalize from ‘Toombs 
County and attribute its failure to all of the 
*South. Yet the generalization isn’t entirely de- 
served. Georgia voted for Harry Truman de- 
spite his advocacy of the so-called civil rights 
bills. Contrast Toombs County with the action 
of a court and jury at Wetumpka, Ala., in which 
State President Truman did not receive a single 
vote, ig convicting twé@ white men of the rape 
of two Negro women and sentencing them to 45 
years’ imprisonment. 

Alabama upholds Southern justice, Georgia 
betrays it and the betrayal will be remembered 
as the upholding will not.

Not Liberalism, 
Just Good Sense 


I remember as a boy a caller at our farm 
house. He was an old man, even then in his 
nineties, and he had walked a matter of six or 


seven miles. 

“Uncle Bill, how did you make it here?” asked my uncle. 

“By just putting one foot before the other,” he answered. 

I think of that now and then in considering the South, in the 
light of the present troubles, and in the shadow cast by the con- 
troversies yet to come. 

We have made a lot of progress and that progress has been 
made, God save the mark, by the so-called Southern liberals who 
are not well regarded by the so-called liberals of the other sections, 
they regarding the Southern progressive as fearful and full of 
compromise, which perhaps in a sense, he is. 


Now But, there are articulate voices in high places now saying 

that the nation cannot afford to act as if it were possible 
to concoct. a legislative panacea or sovereign specific in the con- 
gressional pharmacy, and apply it to all the nation, and especially 
to the South. 

There is an increasing awareness of the fact that “force bills” 
or legislative fiats will not do the job. 

That is what the Southern liberal has been saying all along. 
But, it is highly important to keep in mind that the Southern 
liberal also has been saying all alongto the South that it, too, must 
be willing to display an aggressive awareness of the necessity of 
removing the wrongs which it so long has allowed to endure while 
demanding to be “left alone” to work out the problems oft our 
complex racial situation. The Southern resentment of outside 
interference is natural and no more a novelty than is the Western, 
or New England or Eastern resentment at outside interference. 


Honesty But, the honest Southerner must admit that much of 
What he has been willing to change has been changed 
because of the prodding by some ef his own, as well as by outsiders. 
We are moving ahead toward the next meeting of Congress and 
the civil rights measures. If they are met bythe traditional atti- 
tude of chip-on-shoulder and a filibuster of one and all measures 
with no Southerm initiative to offer something of their own, we will 
be in for a sad and dark time of it. 

The attitude of the States’ Rights Party, of Thurmond and 
Wright, will be fatal. An angry Republican minority and the 
Eastern and Western Democrats will be forced into a position which 
will allow the real enemies of the South to work their will. 

The South can follow the lead of the Alabama courts, at We- 
tumpka, Ala., which gave a white attacker of a Negro woman 45 
years in prison, and say to the Congress and the nation that we 
have reached that stage. We can point to Georgia, where seem- 
ingly reluctant local law enforcement, a tardy press, and unin- 
formed public opinion made a national scandal which could have 
been avoided by prompt law enforcement. 

If we will go ahead and somehow manage to bring about a 
change of venue in such cases so that men far from the local 
fears and loyalties may serve as jurors, we will have made ad- 
ditional progress. We can say to the Congress and the nation that 
we can solve our problems and that we will uphold the accepted 
laws of the land against violence, no matter who is involved. 


Step The Southern liberal has been saying all along that this 

really simple step—to admit the supremacy of the law 
as being superior to the interpretation by the Klan and others as 
meaning they can kill and assault Negroes without fear of the 
law-——would solve much of the Southern problem. 

The liberal in the South has been trying to make his voice 
heard about segregation and the Fair Employment Practices Act. 

He has said that one may defend the Southern policy of segre- 
gation, but cannot defend the injustices within it. He has been say- 
ing that we cannot expect a white school to have heat, toilets, 
running water and playgrounds and a nearby Negro school to 
have little or no heat, no electric lights, outdoor privies, no running 
water and no playgrounds, and have no objections made. That 
has been, too often, the meaning of segregation in the educational 
as well as in the other fields of public services. 

: Now, the honest Southerner cannot defend that sort of mean- 
ing of segregation, however much he may defend the policy of 
segregation. 

It is possible, too, to have an FEPC without trampling on a 
single right and without any force, or police measures. The South- 
ern position of opposing a Federal police measure in employment 
is gaining more and*more support. Such an FEPC would be a 
calamity. 

But, what would be wrong with an FEPC within the Department 
of Labor which had the same power as the present Federal Board 
of Conciliation—to conciliate, to negotiate, arbitrate and recom 
mend? Such a board, with no police or judicial powers, would 
bring about reform and change in employment prejudices and 
conditions without trouble. 


Our Government cannot impose social welfare. 
But it can, and does, properly interest itself in 
the welfare of its people. There is a great difference. 

Therefore, it is important the South continue to prove its own 
good will, its integrity and its determination to uphold supremacy 
of the law. 

We are governed, under the party system, by compromise. That 
is good and as it should be. Opposing parties means opposing views 
and legislation. Out of opposition comes compromise, The South's 
position will determine what sort of compromise we get in Janu- 
ary and February.

The Railroads and Monopoly 


WASHINGTON—One of the issues stressed by President Truman in his success- 
ful election campaign was monopoly, a four-syllable word that means simply the 
getting together of powerful interests—business, financial and sometimes labor—to 
control production, fix prices, divide up markets and thus raise the cost of living 
for all of us. The Eightieth Congress, which he criticized day in and day out, was

Because of his veto and this background, the 
t is expected to ask Congress for repeal 
of the Reed-Bulwinkle Act which is being recom- 
mended to him by the Justice Department. The 
Justice Department now is in the process of build- 
ing up a case for repeal or revision, using the 
opportunity offered by the filing of applications 
by the railroads with the ICC for approval of rate- 
making agreements in accordance with the new 
law. Applications have been filed already by the 
Eastern and Western Traffic Associations, repre- 
senting roads in those sections, and the Southern 
Association's application is expected shortly. 


The Justice Department has filed a protest with 
the ICC against the Western Traffic Association's 
rate-fixing agreement, which was the first to be 
submitted, and will follow with protests against 
the others. In the case of the Western railroads 
it contends that the proposed agreements would 
legalize rate organizations and procedures that 
the ment, in a suit long pending at Lin- 
coln, Neb., alleges constitute an unlawful com- 
bination and conspiracy to fix and control freight 


and passenger fares, to coerce individual railroads 


and discriminate against the Western district, 
and are thus contrary to the public interest, which 
is the criterion of approval by the ICC.

Currently, the Western raflroads are trying 
to get out from under the suit at Lincoln on the 
ground that the practices complained of are 
exempt from prosecution under the new law. 
One of the objectives of the railroads in the new 
law was to stop this and the Georgia cases, the 
latter now pending before a U. S. Supreme Court 
master. This was very evident in the terrific 
pressure the railroads exerted upon Congress to 
get the Reed-Bulwinkle Bill through. They oper- 
ated a skillful and powerful lobby headed up in 
the Association of American Railroads, the over- 
all, top hierarchy which, under the new law, is 
almost a private government in itself. . 

In final stages of consideration of the bill in 
the Senate, Sen. Clyde M. Reed, Republican, Kan- 
sas, its cosponsor, sought to mollify the opposition, 
particularly Southerners interested in the Georgia 
case, by insisting that the bill would have no 
effect on the Lincoln and Georgia cases. When 
pressed, he said he learned this from railroad law- 
yers. The Senator’s assurances were called to the 
court’s attention at Lincoln by Joseph E. McDow- 
ell, counsel for the Justice Department, where- 
upon Judge John E. Delehant said such an inter- 
pretation of the law was “nonsensical.” Coun- 
sel for the railroads agreed with the Judge, sig- 
nificantly enough, thus refuting the Kansas Sena- 
tor’s appeasing interpretation. 

This may give some Senators who voted for 
the bill an “out” to support repeal or modifica- 
tion on the ground that they were “misled” when 
the measure was before Congress.

WASHINGTON—Congress will be interested to learn—I hope—that I now have the word of a 


economist that economists don‘t know what they’re talking about. 


For three long and

economics professors in America argue about what good, if anything, is a dollar. 


Some said a dollar is a fine thing for a fellow 
to have in his pocket. Some claimed that it 
wasn’t worth much. Still others said it was 
worth too much, while the professor from the 
University of Michigan said a dollar today is a 
dollar in name only. He said it ought to be 
called the zollar. 

A couple more professors from a single col- 
lege (Harvard, to be specific) couldn’t even 
agree on whether the profits of American in- 
dustry, as counted in dollars, zollars, or wampum, 
are too big or too little. Another professor from 
some place else said he thought profits were 
about right as they are.

In New York, press and clergy have celebrated the escapade of a headstrong little hoyden who 
absorbed a charge of democracy and corn-spirits and went catting around town with two chums, 
one white, the other Mocha, until three a. m. Policeman James Conway, with perhaps a twinge of 
ancient bigotry, thought this combination unusual at that hour and made them all lie flat on Park 


Avenue. 


The frisk yielded two loaded pistols and a quantity of jewelry swiped from her foster- 


mother, and all this caused publicity and comment in the whither-are-we-drifting mood. 


This junior miss, an adoptee, as a jargonist 
would call her, refuted the sordid platitudes 
about poverty which have encouraged boys and 
girls of the dirty neighborhoods to: take up 
crime. The foster-mother, a lady who knows 
where her next minks are coming from, couldn't 
understand her whimsey, because, as she told 
the cops, “we gave her everything.” 

“Everything,” the parson said with Corko- 
nian scorn at St. Patrick’s, meant social access to 
the genteel friends of these chemically nice 
people, and plenty of money to spend. But he 
thought “everything” didn’t include that sweet 
severity which disciplines the character with the 
right abhorrences. 

The kid might have been reading the Eleano- 
rean prattle which holds that democracy is beauty 
of itself and consists of news-pics of a Caucasian 
hen politician shaking hands at arm’s length with 
a Senegambian Communist from Hollywood at 
some conniption given by a left-wing society 
woman. 


The first premise is false, so there need 
be no discussion of the second. Democracy 
is a profanation of self-government. Pro- 
miscuity, miscegenation and free-style de- 
bauchery are more and more familiar aspects 
of this hastening ill and those who look to 
the movies for the cause of juvenile sin 
should have looked to the White House long 
ago. The little delinquent in this case was 
only showing her personal opposition to Jim 
Crow and putting into practice the published 
advice of the Greatest Woman of Her Gen- 
eration te young girls to learn by experi- 
ment how much it took te get them drunk. 


The eleric who took this ocacsion to put in a 
plug for dajly prayers, the sacraments and the 
formulated inhibitions of decency, assumed more 
than he could prove. These means have had 
their failures. On the other hand, character and 
honor do flourish where the conventional incita- 
tions to goodness were invisible. 

I have in mind a friend whose mother died 
in Alaska 55 years ago where his father had 
gone in the gold rush, bringing a little boy of 
three and another about 16.

This young man, now nearing 20, found him- 
self in Teluride, Col., a gold camp in the stage 
tradition.

At 
10 he bought from another free enterpriser a 
popcorn route among the brothels of Teluride 
and by all the laws of social science he should

The pearl derby became his crown. He wore 
it to bed, like the kings in the comics, and when 
an austere female got him a straw sailor with 
long silk ribbons at the back and promised to 
take him to the circus if he would throw away 
the derby, he turned his back on her and the 
circus. She left town and never saw him again, 
although she was his grown-up sister, reared in 
a convent and recently married. She made an 
unpleasant impression in a matter of loyalty. 
To abandon the hat he would have had to repu- 
diate the faro dealer.” 


Miss Fanny Dempsey and the older 
brother, of course, gave him the outlines of 
the spiritual traditions of the United States 
and evidence shows that a little boy without 
a mother or father, from a standing start in 
a saloon and gambling hall in a frontier gold 
camp, can become a fine citizen. He hoboed 
a year across the Northwest, including the 
harvest season, which in those days was the 
Western boy’s equivalent of the modern Sum- 
mer camp; played football for Colorado 
School of Mines, soldiered in France in World 
War I and in the years since has become one 
of the great miners of the United States—a 
man of morals, abstemious, modest and, 
in a word, good.

It was a rich man’s son with every “advan- 
tage” save moral training and hereditary honor 
whose career at trimming wealthy suckers dis- 
graced the Presidency and shook the honor of 
millions.

GAINESVILLE, Fla.—Southeastern Conference coaches, 
with the lone exception of Vanderbilt’s “Red” Sanders, con- 
vened here yesterday to study and decide what they will 
recommend on a number of proposed amendments to the by- 


laws of the SEC, when college presidents hold their annual 
session this morning. 

The coaches, headed by Tennes- 
see’s Bob Neyland, were huddled 
in the hotel from 10 o'clock in the 
morning to late in the afternoon 
\but very little, if any, of their 
recommendations will be made 
public. There was “no comment 
from yesterday’s meetings. 

General Neyland, President of 
the Coaches Association, said he 
doubted if there would be any an- 
mouncement because the coaches 
don't want to get themselves in 

_ the position of favoring anything 
athletics and presidents might not 
agree upon. 

“We can only make recommen- 
dations,” Neyland said during a 
aoon recess. 

Only a few of the dozen or s0 
amendments and proposals are ex- 
pected to meet opposition. 


Though unofficial, it is already 
pretty well accepted that the re- 
striction on teams participating in 
bow! games other than the Orange, 
Sugar and Cotton, will be lifted.

The issue expected to be the 
most bitterly debated is one sub- 
mitted by the Conference Secre 
tary that will alter the present 
transfer rule, which now says no 
athlete can compete at another 
Southeastern Conference’ school 
after once competing for another. 

The proposed amendment would 
make it possible to change from 
one school to another and partici- 
pate in athletics after the sopho- 
more year. 

Another proposal on the same 
subject, this by President Blake 
Van Lear, of Georgia Tech, pro- 
vides that students who have pur- 
sued courses of study at one uni- 
versity or college shall be eligi- 
ble to participate in intercollegi- 
ate athletics at another institution 
only when they have satisfied the 
conditions set forth in the one- 
year residence rule. The residence 
rule now provides that a student 
can participate in athletics one 
year after transferring from one 
school to another, only if he did 
mot take part in athletics at the 
first school of entry. 

There is also a proposal up for 
consideration to allow freshmen 
football teams to play as many as 
five games per year, instead of 
three

We 
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‘48 Spearpoints Greeley 
Advice to Nation's Youth 


By DAVID A. STEIN 
Horace Greeley’s crystal ball may have been focused on 1948 
when he admonished the nation’s youth to go West. 
Today the Far West and Southwest are centers of spectacular in- 


dustrial development. New plant 
construction in the Southwest is 
triple the nation’s average rate. 
In the Far aoe factories are go- 
ing up at a pace even greater than 
in the rodeo. + Dwar years. 

Postwar construction in the 
West—and in the South as well— 
is shattering wartime records, ac- 
cording to a survey by McGraw 
Hill industrial publications. Half 
the new mills and factories are be- 
ing built in these two regions, 
which had only 25 percent of all 
the prewar plants. 

New England, Middle Atlantic 
and Great Lakes States, which 
provided almost three-fourths of 
the nation’s manufacturing jobs 
before the war, housed only 55 
percent of the new wartime plants 
and are getting as 45 percent of 
new construction no 

Wartime umag in the indus- 
trial map gave impetus to the 
w and southward shift, but 
other factors are-responsible for 
the nation’s industrial migration. 
Such Government developments 
. as TVA and Bonneville power 
have determined some plant loca- 
tions. New incentives were pro- 
vided by postwar reductions in 
differentials between freight rates 
in the East and those in the South 
and West. 

The great change in consumer 
markets is a major reason for the 
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shift. Because the South and West 
have increased their shares of the 
nation’s incomes from 38 to 44 per- 
cent since 1939, these regions now 
have less industrial capacity rela- 
tive to their markets than they 
had when War began. 

Populations in the Far West 
have shown sharp increases, and 
other regions of the South and 


West have shown healthy gains in 


per capita incomes, Ranked by 
sizes of income increases, the Far 
West leads the country, with the 
Southeast, Southwest, Far West, 
Great Lakes, Middle Atlantic and 
New .England States following in 
the order named. Wartime train- 
ing built up skilled, efficient labor 
forces in the fast- growin regions, 
thus reducing relative labor costs. 

Migration and decentralization 
may be given new emphasis by 
preparation against the threat of 
atomic war, but even without this 
incentive the present trend is ex- 
pected to continue for some years 
to come, This is true because ex- 
panding populations increase local 
or regional markets for a wide 
variety of manufactured products. 

New England’s share of factory 
jobs has been shrinking consistent- 
ly for many years, and this region 
has guffered the sharpest losses 
since 1939. Its postwar total of 
industrial jobs is lower than in 
1919. Historically a soft goods 
producing region, New England 
has increased its share of durable 
goods production in the past few 


years,
